REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee would report, that 
during the year now closing, the whole ‘number of Pupils in 
our schools have been 307, with an average attendance of 221. 
The whole amount of money raised for the schools has been 
$1,341.97 from the following sources, viz : — $1168.00 from 
town tax, $90.00 from State literary fund, $58.97 from Rail 
Road tax, and $25.00 contributed in board and fuel. This 
gives an average amount for each scholar of $4,387, and an 
average compensation to each teacher of $18.90 per month, 
including board. The aggregate number of weeks which the 
schools have kept, are 250, 129 of which were in the winter 
and 121 in the summer. JBesides this some of the schools 
_ have been prolonged several weeks by private subscription. 
901 visits were made by citizens, 24 by the Prudential Com- 
mittees and 58 by the Superintending Committee. 

It will be seen by comparing this report with that of the 
last year, that while the whole number of scholars in attend- 
ance were 21 less this year, the average attendance was 32 
more. This encouraging fact is owing mainly to the promise 
which was held out by the Committee, that all the Pupils who 
were neither absent nor tardy should have their names printed 
in the report. The stimulus was wonderfully effective, and 
has resulted in increasing this number from 48 whose names 
were entered last year to 136, the number entered this. By 
comparing the average attendance of last year with this it 
will be seen, there has been an increase of more than 10 per 
cent on a number of scholars less by 21 than we had last year 
—i. e. whilst last year we had 328 scholars in the whole, and 
but 189 on an average; this year we have only 307 in the 
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whole and yet 221 on an average. This gives us a more fa- 
vorable average attendance by at least 10 per cent. And 
when we estimate the average cost of schooling by the schol- 
ar the results are even more favorable than this. 

It cost last year on the average attendance of 189 scholars, 
$7.11 for each Pupil. This year allowing the same amount 
of money raised it has cost but $6.22 for each scholar, and 
this is 13 per cent less in expense for the years instruction. 
It cost as much for the schooling of one who attends but half 
the time as for one who attends the whole. Consequently 
when one attends the whole of the time instead of half, it 
costs but half as much for a given amount of instruction — 
when therefore we can by any means induce a more regular 
attendance we cheapen the schooling. If we can increase the 
average attendance 25 per cent we reduce the expense 25 per 
cent ; or in other words we give 25 per cent more instruction 
for the same amount of money. 

The gain in this direction during the past year has been 
equal to 13 per cent. 

We come to a conclusion still more favorable than this, by 
comparing the number of scholars who were absent not more 
than half a day last year with those who were not absent 
more than that time this year. Last year there were only 79 
scholars during both summer and winter who were not ab- 
sent more than half a day each term. This year there have 
been 161, i.e. more than double the number or a gain of 100 
per cent. , 

A like improvement will be seen by comparing the number 
of tardinesses of the past year with this. Last year there 
were reported 1584 cases of tardiness. This year, 825 — 
nearly one half less. Suppose each of the Pupils reported 
tardy lost one half hour each time, this would make an ag- 
gregate loss of 132 days of six hours each, or six full months 
of school time for one person. But we have been able dur- 
ing the present year to reduce this amount of lost time one 
half, i. e. instead of a loss of 132 days there has been a loss 
of 68 2-3 days, a fraction over 3 months, of 22 days each. 
But these numerical facts do not present the whole gain re- 
ceived in reducing the number of tardinesses. Those schol- 
ars who are willingly behind, do not usually study as vigor- 
ously as they would if they had come promptly to their duty. 
They lose much by the slothful habits which they have con- 
tracted. If they have not interest enough to bring them to 
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school in due season, they have not interest enough to study 
when there — go that while we have improved the habits of 
punctuality about 100 per cent, we have also improved the 
interest in study to an equal or greater extent. 

The committee attribute the marked improvement in the 
regularity and punctuality of attendance ina great measure 
to the expectation which the scholars have had, that their 
merits in these respects would be made public. The teachers 
have likewise encouraged the scholars by frequently remind- 
ing them that their names would appear in the report. 

The general improvement of the schools is well indicated 
by that of the improved attendance. Seldom, if ever has the 
committee been more gratified with the progress of the schol- 
ars, and with the order and general management of the 
schools than during the past year. He has heard no com- 
plaining, no reasonable dissatisfaction with any Teacher. 
There has been a marked improvement in the manliness of 
the older Pupils, and the deportment at the examinations has 
been such as to do credit to both the teachers and scholars. 

The committee would recommend, with a design to draw 
public attention more towards our schools, that during the 
ensuing year, perhaps some time in the early winter that a 
public meeting be held in the Town Hall, at which all the 
schools in town be represented, either by a delegation or ina 
body, and that half a day be spent in such recitations and ex- 
hibitions as may be thought best; and that the citizens be 
invited to be present and give the scholars at the close some 
suitable entertainment, and bestow merited commendation 
upon those who are deserving. The advantages of this meet- 
ing, will be : — 

First.— It will excite an honorable competition among the 
the scholars. 

Second. — It will awaken an interest among the citizens in 
town on the subject of education. 

Third.— It will stimulate the teachers to do their best to 
prepare their scholars for the recitations. 

Fourth.— It will afford a season of pleasant and profitable 
recreation. 

A public meeting of this kind, well conducted, your Com- 
mittee is quite sure would be productive of good. 

There. has been a fault during the last year in some of the 
summer schools, in that, they commenced too late, some of 
them not commencing until June. The schools, both 
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summer and winter, should commence as early as the circum- 
stances will allow. ‘The months of April, May, and June are 
worth twice as much for study, whether the student be old 
or young, as July and August. The hot, enervating weather 
of mid summer produces a lassitude which no one can resist, 
children become weary, weak, indisposed to mental exertion, 
and are more inclined to sleep than to study. The summer 
school should commence as early as the travelling will admit, 
usually, at least, by the first of May, if not earlier. So in the 
winter, the term should commence so as to close by, or 
before, the first of February. This will avoid the worst 
storms of the season, and give the young scholars the advan- 
tage of the whole term. 

While your Committee is sincere in saying that the teach- 
ers have exerted themselves in trying to do well, and have 
been, on the whole, more than usually successful, he still sees 
opportunity for Improvement. When they fail of complete 
success it is not for want of exertion and desire, only in 
exceptional cases, but for the want of experience and better 
instruction in the art of teaching. It may be we expect too 
much of young teachers, forgetting that we were once as 
young and inexperienced as they, and if we taught, we were 
even less successful than they are. We are apt to forget the 
short-comings of our own earlier days. But be that as it may, 
there is certainly a loud call for Institutes, or some other 
instrumentality by which teachers shall have some knowledge 
of the science of teaching. In some of our counties, Insti- 
tutes, are being revived by private expense. Two of our 
counties, at least, held such Institutes during the year now 
closing, and paid the expense by private contributions. The 
public will soon demand something by which teachers shall 
be made more efficient in awakening an interest in their 
scholars and in a greater facility for illustration. Something 
might be done in a town like this if the Superintendent, pro- 
vided he was the right man, would occasionally call the 
teachers together on Saturday P.M., and communicate his 
views, and drill them on points where they are deficient. 
Perhaps it might not be amiss for the town, at their annual 
meeting, to pass a vote to that effect, authorizing the Superin- 
tending Committee to call such meetings occasionally, of the 
teachers, not oftener than once in a fortnight, and let them 
be paid for their time. The districts would undoubtedly be 
the gainers. In some instances I have no doubt the value 
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of the teachers’ services might be doubled. In their meet- 
ings the faults which the Committee discovers in visiting 
schools, might be fully and kindly noticed, and remedies 
suggested. 

As the wages of teachers are necessarily increasing, our 
terms of schooling are growing shorter, averaging about 18 
weeks to each district for the year, or 9 weeks for each term, 
it becomes us to study how to make this time efficient. We 
should teach our children its value, and encourage the teach- 
ers to make the most of every day. 

There is still a great defect in our schools, owing to the 
multiplicity of classes. Teachers should study to reduce this 
number as far as practicable, in order to give them more 
time for illustration, and drill. 

Much might be said on a score of topics, pertaining to the 
welfare of our schools. But we need, more than all, union of 
effort on the part of parents and teachers ; kindness, forbear- 
ance, consideration, patience, and encouragement for and 
towards the teachers, and on their part, industry, vivacity, 
tact, love for the work, and above all, a sense of their respon- 
sibility to the community and to their Maker.
